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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues, "Furuki is wholly lacking any disclosure of a chemical interaction between the 
gas molecules and the organic dye" then goes on to quote column 5, lines 39-40 where Furuki discloses "when an oxidizing or reducing 
gas is adsorbed on an organic dye, a strong electronic interaction acts between the gas molecules adsorbed and the dye molecules and 
a noticeable change in fluorescence or phosphorescence is observed." Applicant is arguing that a chemical interaction is different than 
the electronic interaction between a dye and an oxidizing gas or reducing gas of Furuki. An electronic interaction is a chemical reaction 
because any time electrons are transferred, i.e. reducing or oxidizing, electrons are transferred from one chemical specie to another 
which in the instant case of Furuki gives a detectable reaction, i.e. fluorescence or phosphorescence. Furuki discloses chemical 
interaction between a gas specie and a dye. 
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
